Coincident with the NRCII) 5 revision, Trunootl. and CIA forced the 
State Department to clone down Ite espionage networks (|msn1b1y they were 
turned over to CIA). CIA received primary renponalbl llty Tor Intelligence 
satellite development (placing Air Force and Navy In ncrnndnry roles) In 
Feb 1950. and assumed some measure of control oT mllitnry electronic and 
communications Intelligence In 1950 (Including the eventual merger of thenn 
functlonn Into n unified Signals Intelligence program), mounted major new 
paramilitary operations In Indonesia, Tibet and elsewhere, etc. etc. 

So, for years the Army had dominated CIA nsplonnge. How, suddenly, 
the CIA turned the tables.

that CIA tried to deceive him about the number of floorn In the CIA llead- 
nuarters building (New York article 27 Feb 7H p. .17). For example, on p. 
10? of legend, the likelihood of an Oswald defection damage .assessment In 
late 1959-early I960 was discussed by Col. Thomas Fox, "then" chief of 
"Clandestine Cervices Tor the llefensn Intelligence Agency." First of all, 
there has never been such a position within IMA. flennudly, the IMA did 
not exist until 1961.

But, In his 
1977 correspondence with CIA, Fpsteln simply and forthrightly describes 
Department IJ as the unit responsible for "assassinations, sabotage and 
kidnapping" (Legend p. J64 q12). 

In Barron's KOB (p. 4J0) we learn that according to Oolllsln ("Stone" 
In Fpsteln* s preferred parlance) at least 17 Department IJ officers were 
fired or demoted following the defection of assassin Bogdan Slashlnskly on 
I? Aug 1961 . Then we're told, according to Nosenko, that the Soviet leader- 
ship ordered KGB to "drastically" curtail assassinations in late 196? or 
early 1963. (This seems to be still further evidence that Nosenko was 
trying to steer U.S. Intelligence away from the Idea that KOB assassinated 
JFK— whether nr not the Folllhuro order (Barron p. 452) to the KGB was real.

1961 . Or; Onltnkell'n death wnn natural ; thn Politburo order wan true; 
nnd the nnnanntnntlon wan cnlled off In accord with the order and/or because 
or Oolltnln'n defection. Ori Oolltnln Is thn disinformation ngont nnd 
Nonenko In genuine. Or; Both Oolltnln nnd Nonenko are Soviet plants. 

In any event, Ppoleln withheld Important relevnnt Information from htn book, 
the pffecl. of which wnn to minimize KOB complicity In annnnnlnntlonn In 
general nnd In JFK's murder In particular. 

Deportment 1 3 are an 
follows; Oolltnln ezplnlned "In detail" that Deportment II hnd primary 
responsibility for dpbrleflng military defeclorn (Legend pp. 30.31 )— Onwnld 
wnn a military defector to the Soviet Union. In Hlnnk, Onwnld hnd been a 
member of a hunting club. F.pnl.eln noten the parallel thnt a KOB "npy" 
cnlled "Anton Snbotka" In Barron's KOB book (pp. kjkrf) rneolvnd port of bin 
training nt a "sporting club" where ho practiced shooting at the nllhouel.te 
of the upper half of a man (legend p. 299 nlO). But"Snbntka" was not a KOB 
"spy." ilo wns a KOB De part me nt 1 3 nasannln-snlwtleur, a I'nnt Epstein could 
not have failed to notice since "Sabotkn" was dencrllied In Bnrron'n chapter 
on the activities of Department 13 nnd Its prndcronenrs/nuneennorn. Flnnl.ly, 
of course, Oswald met with Deportment 13 officer Vnlerl Vladimirovich 
Kostikov In Mexico City on 2R Sep 1963, lens Minn two months bororc JFK's 
assassination. 

Oolltsln ("Stone") Is supposed to have told Angle ton Mint Nonenko 
could not have been deputy chief of the Tnnrlnt Department (KOB-11-7) "or , 
Stone would have known him."

7 is the Tourist Department, and It is divided Into six 
sections— Section I is l.hc Amerlcan-Brltish Section (Canadians loo). The 
Amerlcnn Department (KGB-II-1) concentrates on government officers, while 
the Tourist Department (KOB-II-7) stresses tourists nnd visitors. Now, 
Nonenko's alleged biography or career record is:

Nonenko supposedly admitted to CIA that his highest rank in the KOB 
wnn Cnptaln, that he lied when he told ClA-Oeneva In June 1962 that he was 
a Mnjor, nnd that he lied after hla defection in 196k when he claimed he'd 
bben promoted to Lieutenant Colonel . So why did Nonenko tell John Barron 
In May 1970 el aoq. that his rank on defection in 196k was Major! (Barron 
pp. xv, 16, 16k, 7k 1 ; reference on p. 108 indicates he was a Major as early 
nn i960.) What reason wan there to make up a third story about his rank! 
Why didn't he stick to his first story (Lt. ColTFor hla second (Capt.)t 
I'erhapa all l.hih really menns Is that Nosenko 's account is coming to us 
through too many hands, thnt errors and prejudices are creeping into the 



33 The conflicting reports about Kosenko's rank and position are matched 

by the equally conflicting accounts of the CIA's principal defector-in- 
plncc (or "mole") or the 1950s, nn officer of the ORU (Chief Intelligence 
Directorate of the Soviet Oeneral Staff). According to Epstein (Legend pp. 
31- Vf, <17, 1 17-1 in. 77H nlO; New York 27 Feb 7fl pp. 35 . 37). this was 
Lieutenant Colonel I’eter Semyonovich I'opov who was arrested by the KOB in 
Moscow In September 1959. It Is not clear whether this was Popov's first or 
last arrest because the KOB sent him to a rendezvous with his CIA case of- 
ficers arter his arrest— of course the KOB kept him under light surveillance. 
He wan Inter executed an a spy. But according to Barron (p. k6k), the ORU 
spy for CIA wan 1.1. Colonel Yuri Popov who was arrested by the KGB in 1956 . 
This cane so upset Khrushchev thnt KOB Chairman Ivan Serov left KOB to take 
control oT ORU In December I95B. And according to Harry Roaitzke (pp. 66ff. 
Ik6) the HMD officer was a Major recruited in Vienna on 1 Jan 1953. arrested 
In February 1959 shortly aTler returning to Moscow, but maintained contact 
with Ills CIA case officer (a KOB trap) until October 1959 when the CIA man 
wnn arrested nnd expelled. The ORU Major's execution was "announced" soon 
thereafter.
